2. Ihe speolal oharaoteziatio of the Rumanian Oezmana now In Oenoany 
is that they were actually not expelled from Rumania. Xhe Gexmana 
from BukoTlna and Beaaarabia were reaettled from these prowinoea to 
Oemany in 1940. this resettlement was effected on the basis of a 
treaty between the Third Relob and the Soviet Union after Rumania 
was forced by ultimatum on 27 July 1940 to yield Bukovlna ax3d 
Bessarabia to ths Soviet Union within four days. Ih# Dobrudaha 
Qermana were reaettled to Germany the same year (1940) without 
oompulaion on the baeie of a treaty between Germany and Rumania. 
Part of the Transylvanian Saxons (those who lived in Horth- 
Traneylvania) were resettled to Germaz^ in 1940^1941 after Rumania 
was forced in late August 1940» though an Italian- German ultimatum, 
to yield Horth-Transylvania to Hungary. This resettlement was 
effected on the baeis of a treaty between Germany and Hungary. 

The major portion of Transylvanian Saxons as well as the Banat 
Swabians who are now in Germany are outside Rumania for the 
following reasons 1 
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a* ara fomer mesbers of the Waffen- 33 who did not return to 

Rumania after the war* (Memberahip in the Waffen* S3 was roluntaxy* ) 

b* They are persons who escaped to Oeznany or Austria alon^ with the 
Oeiaan troops during the Soviet entraaoe into Sssaaia* 

c* Sxey are Rowan i an- Germans irtio eeoaped to the West froa Rumania 
after the war* 

3* It can thus be seen that the designation of '^expellees'* applies to 
the RuBanian-Gemans neither in legal respeot nor in reality* They 
are Rumanian ewigrants of Oeman ethnlo origin although this actually 
applies only to the Transylvanian Saxons, Sathmar Swabians and Banat 
Swabians* (The RokoTina- Bessarabia- and Dobrudsha Oemans are 
neither expellees nor emigrants but resettlers( they oan be olaesified 
expellees only inasfar as they were actually expelled in 1943-1946 
by the Soviets or Poles from Bast Germany where they bad Initially 
settled*) Consequently, when speaking of Ruaanian-Qeman Landeaann- 
sohaft organizations one should refer only to the Transylvanian 
Saxons, Sathaar Swabians and Baziat Swabians sinoe'they are the 
Iiand smannsohaft organisations whloh today have corresponding Oeraan 
groups who are still in Rumania* Here than TOO, 000 Saxons (inoluding 
the Sathmar Swabians) are still living In Transylvania today, and 
more than 300,000 Swabians are living in the Banat* 

4* Although the Sathaar . Swabians were a small separate group in 
Transylvania, they were always under the "guardianship'* of the 
Transylvanian Saxons* Ths same relation exists today in regard 
to their respeotlve Laxidsmannsohafts, whioh oonatitute separate 
organisations only in name* 

3* The Landamannsohaft organizations of Bukovina^ Bessarabia- and 
Dobrudsha- Oenoans do not represent any ethnic groups still in 
existence in these areas today* The Landemannsohaft organizationa 
of Bessarabia- and Dobrudsha-OersAns are not politioally active* 

The Landamannsohaft of Bukovlna- Germans however engages in lively 
political activity. On the one hand, It has found a platform In 
internal West German politics within the oirole of the BHE - All- 
German Bloo. (Dr* Rudolf HAGRER is a close oo-vorker of Prof* Dr* 
Theodor OBERLAiDBDER and beads the BHE in Bavaria*) In addition, 
it engages in forelgn-polioy activity in oonneotion with the 
problem of Eastern Europe's re-organisation after the liberation* 

This activity is reflected In the holding of ciiltural meetings 
whloh reveal that the Bukovlna- Germans still adhere to the line 
of the Austro-Hungarian dual monarohy as it existed prior to 191B* 

It was Vienna's endeavor at that tins (prior to 1916) to displace 
the original and almost exclusively Rui^lan population of Bukovlna 
through extensive settling of German familiee ae veil as Immigration 
(from Oalioia) and preferential treatment of Ukrainians* This 
oonformed to the Austrian desire to have reliable German elements 
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on tho Russian border, and to arouse Ukrainian national sontlment 
by giring preference to Austria Ukrainians. They hoped thus to 
produce anti-Russian end thus oentrifu^l tendenoles amon|^ the 
Ukrainians vlth a view to weakening the Russian empire • This 
Austrian policy In Bukovina was also supported by the Cathollo 
ohuroh as It Insured the advance of Catholloian Into the domain 
of Orthodoxy* The Germans from Bukovina were Cathollos and the 
Ukralniens who immigrated from Galicia belonged to the United Church* 
The present cultural meetings of the Landemfumschaft of Bokovina- 
Oermans are always attended by the Ukrainians as prominent guests* 

6* At a oonferenoe in 1949 between Ur. Rudolf WAGRiiR and Yaslle 
DUBITRE£^CU, Dr. ^/AGKER turned down DUrflTRhSCU's Invitation that 
the Landsmsnnsohaft of Bukovina- Germane join the Rumanian enlgratlon* 
This on the grounds that the Landsmannochaft did not want to oomait 
themselves as it oould not be predicted whether, after liberation, 
Bukovina will remain part of the Ukraine or will be re-lnoorporated 
into Rumania* Since this oonferenoe there have been virtually no 
oontaota between the Itandsmannschaft of Bukovina- Germane and the 
Mti ud.gratlon* In a single instanoe, this Landamannaohaf t . 
took part in a Rumanian affair when In 19 9^ ^he Work ComHunity of 
Rumanian- German l*andsmannsohaft organisations was founded to prevent 
the Aseociation of Germans from Rumania (7UR) from olalaing to speak 
in the name of Oexnana from Rumania and thus to leaeen the TUR'e 
reputation with the league of Free Rumaniana* General Bioolae 
RAU5SCU replied to a letter of the Work Community to state that 
the protest of the Work Community was objeotleas, as the target 
of their attack, via* Herwart SCHEIBER, had never epokan in the 
name of hie organisation in olaiming to represent the Rumanian 
Germans* This Work Community has not been beard of ever sinoe* 

7. In 1993 the Landsmannsohaft of Bukovina- Oersens invited Grigore 
UANOILCSCU, head of the Rximanian Institute In Runioh (iron Guard, 
SIMA-group), to speak at the cultxiral meeting in October in addition 
to the scheduled Ukrainian orator* MAB0ILE5CU made a sharp speech 
against the Ukrainian claims to Bukovina, whloh led in turn to anti- 
Rumanian statements in the Ukrainian press and anti-Ukrainian retorts 
in the Rumanian press. The Ukrainians then founded an Assooiation 

of Ukrainians from Bukovina in Hunioh under the obairmanahip of the 
Ukrainian Sociallat Ilko POPOVICH, in order to propagate a Ukrainian 
Bukovina* Acoording to SCHEIBER, as a result of this struggle 
relations between the Ukrainians and the Landsmannsohaft of Bukovina- 
Oermana have beeome still closer and have led ^ faoto to a work 
community of anti-Rumanian obaraoter* 

8. Although the VUR manager, Hanne LUUWAR, le a board member of the 
Landsmannsohaft of Bukovina- German a, relatione of the Rumanian 
emigration with this Landsmannsohaft are still very tense at present. 
The Landaoanneohaft has continued to take a pronounced anti- Rumanian 
attitude* It must be expected that the Landsmannsohaft may also in- 
fluence the Inland Germans, though the BHB and possibly other German 
circlee, against the Rumanian emigration. 
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• Of Bor« iaportanoe to th« Rumanian ealgratlony howeTar, ara tha 
Landaaannaohnft organlsationa of rranaylTBatan Sajcona and Banat 
Swablana* Flrety thair areas of aattlraent are still on Runanian 
territory and, secondly, the majority of fransylTanlan Saxons and 
Banat Saabiane a till IIys in the home oountry* Thus, these ethnio 
groups will hare a Toloe also in a free Rumania and ^11 contribute 
thair share to the oountry' a re-'Organi nation* Therefore, the 
attitudes of these two Landsmannsohaft organizations pertaining 
to Rumanian questions are now important In exile, both In the 
influencing of both public opinion and political factors in Oeroany* 
?roa this results the sigxilf loanee of these Landsmannsohaft or* 
ganlzations' attitude toward tMa or the other Rumanian group* in* 
exile* 

Landaaannaohaft of Banat Swabianat 

10* The Banat Swablane are part of the so-called Danube Swabians, i.e* 
the Germans who settled at the three-count ry-oomer (Hungary, 
Tugoalavla and Romania}* At the end of the 19th and the beginning 
of the 20th oentury the Hungarians oondooted a policy of magyarization 
toward the Danube Swabians with the result that thouid^ the rue tie 
basis of the Danube Swabians remained German the intelligenteia 
. beoame Bungarlan. (A contlniuitlon of thle poXioy would probably 
hsTe de-Germani zed the peasantry within the oouree of tine, as waa 
the case with the Satbmar Svahiana*) After the first world war the 
territory where the Danube Swabians had settled was distributed among 
Hungary, Tugoalayia and Rumania under oonaideratlon of national 
oondltiona. As a ponae(iuenoe, the formerly oonsolidated ethnio 
group waa split* However, the parts which were inoorporated into 
Tugoalsvla 6uad Runania were ablo to recover and continue to develop 
their German character* The Banat Swabians were friendly toward the 
Rumanians, and they display the same attitude in the emigration* 
Heverthelesa, their Landemannaohaft has been very reserved toward 
Rumanian problema and groupa- in- exile* 

11. The Danube Swabians who were expelled from Hungaxy and Tugoalavia 
oonstitute the majority of their ethnio group in the West, and the 
Danube Swabians from the Rumanian Banat the minority* The former 
attempted to solve the Danube Swabians' chief problem, the restoration 
of the ethnio group's unity, by mapping out the plan to form an 
Independent Danube Swabian state within the framework of a Danube 
federation* Dntil 1990 this concept was advooated eapeoially in 
Danube Swabian oirolea in Austria and strongly propagated by the 
newspaper Heuland * It is evident though that the aobievement of 
suoh a Danube Swabian state would neoessltate the separation of 
areas from the Htmgarlan, Tugoalav and Rumanian territories, and, 
when Yugoslavia alienated herself from Hoaoow and the German Federal 
Republic established diplomatic relations with Belgrade, the un- 
realiatio nature of this project beoame apparent. (Aa previously 
reported, the Cntholio church also has reversed its attitude in the 
same way.) 
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12« Tho La&dBBuuinsohaft of Banat Swabians (i.a. the portion of the 
Danube Swabian ethnlo group belonging to Rumania) has so far al- 
ways kept out of Rumanian politioe-ln* exile i aXthou^ as early ae 
I9H (fttll) ^^aneral Platon CHIRFOAOA (former llinieter of War in the 
Iron Quardiet govemment-in- exile in Vienna) attempted to win the 
Landsmannechaft for oooperation with the Iron Quard* Only in the 
single instance mentioned of the work oomisunityt hae this Landa- 
manneohaft dealt with Rumanian questione-in-exiie* In August 1934| 
General Ion GHKORGHS attempted to utilise tliie Landsnannsohaft 
(as vrell as those of the BukoTina-Oermans and Transylvanian Saxons) 
for his ends by appealing to them to participate in the organisation 
of the meeting he (the Association of Free Rumanians in Oexnany - VFRD) ‘ 
Boheduled for 22 August 1934 (ss a oountsr-aotion against ths ssstlng 
of the Rumanian Coordinatl^ Center)* Howerer^ the Landeasnnsobaft 
of Banat Swabians (as the other Landsmannsohaft organisations) did 
not send a representative to the suggested oonferenoe nor did it 
answer the VFRD letter* In oonsidaration of the above^ ths letter 
of the ohairman of this Landamazmaohaft in answer to the Rumanian 
Coordination Center's Invitation for the meeting on 22 August 1934 
la of special signifloanoa* He wrote in aubatanoei "On 3 August 
1934 it was the 53*^ anniversary of the incorporation into the newly- 
oreated great-Bumanian state of a part of the Banat* We Banat 
Swabians have remained loyal to the Rumanian State and consider the 
Romanian people rli^teoua supporters of a just national foxmatlon 
of the Southeast Ruropean territory in the spirit of a new^ supra- 
national Buropean oomaiunity order*" This is an unequivocal declaration 
of loyalty toward Rumania, which hae been done for the first time sinoe 
3>343* (The fact that Prof* Anton VALBMTD) thus expressed himself 
toward the Rumanian Coordination Center was interpreted in oirolee 
of the Coordination Center as a step toward future oooperation of 
the Landsmannsohaft with the Coordination Center*) 

Landamannsohaft of Transvlvatiian Saxons t 

13* The Transylvanian Saxons have played a leading role among the Rumanian- 
Germans* It is not only the oldest and the numerically largest but 
also the only group whloh played a role in the history of the Romanian 
people* First, it favorably Influenoed the Rumanians' oul torsi 
development! secondly, it was a politically and eoonomioally leading 
nation of Transylvania* The Saxons had speoial privileges on their 
area of settlement by grant of the Hungarian orown* Therefore ths 
Saxons wore able to reach a degree of eoonoraio, cultural and political 
developmont that no other group In Southeast Europe did and thus assumed 
the leading role among these groups* When after 1848 the period of 
Hungarian not localism began, the Transylranisn Saxone, whom the 
Hungarians deprived of their speoial privileges, were also subjeoted 
to an arbitrary policy of magyarisation* This fact resulted in an 
approaoh to the Rumanians of Transylvania on the part of the Saxons* 
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• Wh«n after 1918 the Rujaanlans of Transylvania deoided for inoorporatlon 
into Rnaania they were supported by the Saxons* However » life in the 
fraoedwork of the Rumanian State broui^ht^ the Traneylvanian Saxons various 
disappointnente -net only did they not regain their speolal privileges f 
but an extensive ground reform in 192 3 also ourtailed the Saxon national 
property* 

l3* With the rise of Rational Sooiallem in Gensany the group of Transylvanian 
Saxons was also given strong impulses, and the stronger Oemax^ grew 
the more notioeable beoaae anti-Rumanian and anti-Hungarian trends 
among the Saxons aimed at an independent Transylvania under Saxon 
leadership as a Oermw protectorate* These hopes did not aateriallae 
and, upon German desire, Transylvania was distributed among Rumania 
and Hungary when both oountrlee beoaae Germany's alliee* After the 
second world war the whole of Transylvania beoaae Rui&anlan territory, 
and the Saxone suffered heavy daxDages* Complete expropriation, aooord- 
ing to Coomrunlst prinolples, and deportations to the Soviet Union have 
debilitated and strongly reduced, numerically, this ethnic group* 

This explains desires expreased within the Landsaannsohaft to resettle 
the Transylvanian Saxone in German Eastern areas which will be re- 
acquired after liberation. This is one basic reason for the Lands*' 
manna chaffs reserved attitude toward the Rumanian emigration* In^Jiher 
results from the fear of endangering fellow-count rymen in the homeland 
by antl-Cottnmnlst aotlons in oonjunotion with the Rumanian emigration* 

16* Thus as early as 1949 when General Ion GB!iX}RGHE published the neve- 
paper Patrla and got Into oontaot with the Rumanian German Herwart 
SCEHIRER, the Landemajfmaohaft protested against this step* SCHEIREB 
was called a traitor of the people and '^Rumanian hireling” for working 
so oloaely with the Rumanian emigration* When in 1950 the TDR was 
founded, the Landsmannsobaft deoided that any. Saxon joining the VHR 
would be exp<clled from the Landsmannsobaft* Wh^ in 1951 tLe League 
of Free Rumanians wps founded and the VDR joined it, the Work 
Community of Rumanian-German Landsmanneohaft Organizations waa 
formed at the instigation of the Landsmannsobaft of Transylvanian 
Saxons in order to protest to against SCHEIRb'R who they said 

was not authorized to speak in the name of the Riunan Ian- Germane* 

When in 1951 General GHFX)HGHR, through SCHEIKER, established oontaote 
in Bonn, viz. the Press and Information Office (Carl ARIO), the 
Foreign Office (Dr. KOSSKANR) and the Ministry for All-German Affaire 
( Mlniaterialrat von ZAHK)t the Saxons attempted (through Dr. ZILLICB 
and eapeoially Hans HARTL who has good contacts with Dr. KOSSUARK) 
to dieorodlt SCHEIRKR by calling him on Amerloan agent. In 1952 
Ezhard PLESCH, now ohairman of the Landsmapnpehaft in Bavaria and 
Landtag oandidate of the BBS, oonduotud an action with the objeotlve 
to separate General GUEORGHE from SCHEIBER. PLESCH promised Andrei 
BICOLA that the Landsmanneohaft would prootire ftmds from Bonn for 
Patrla provided that relations with SCHEIBER were severed* Thereupon, 
RIGOLA persuaded General QHE0RGH5 to get Into oontaot with Dr. ZILLICB, 
without SCHEIBER'S knowledge, w}iioh the General did. When the Lands- 
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mannsobaft considered tbeir objective of breaking relations betveen 
OHSOROBB and SCHBIKHR as von| Dr. ZXLLIGH then told General GHEOROHE 
that the Landsnannsohaft oould not en^a^ in aotive anti^Conununlet 
politioa and oould not tie itself to any group in view of the dis- 
integration of the Rumanian emigration* That this was simply a ready 
ezouse is evldenoed by the faot that in hie speech in Dinkelabuehlp 
at the Whiteuntlde meeting of the Landsmannsohaft (1932) » ZXLLICH 
aaid, referring to General PRHALA’s agreement with the Sudeten Germans » 
that he had not heard yet a Rumanian General aoknowledges the 
Transylvanian Saxons* right to the homeland and restitution and, 
with the expression of "not states but peoples make the Oooident" 
he indirectly professed Otto von HABSBUnG's propaganda thesis, 
and the separation of Transylvania from Suaa^a. thereupon GH390RGHB 
attacked the Landsmannachaft in Patrla in an exceptionally sharp 
manner which made bln unpopular in Bonn. 

17. When in ICaroh 1934 the Rumanian Club, Ifunlch, was founded, Yasile 
BtIMXTRRSCU happened to meet PLI:;SGH. PLIScCH showed interest In the 
events within the TFRI) and asked PGKITRS!^CG (when learning about 
the eplit) whether he would like to talk to Bans EAHTL. PDKITRESCU 
agreed. HARTL was very friendly at the meeting and wanted to know 
whether the Club was known in Bonn. Be Implied that Bonn (no 
speolfioations) would like to speak with a Bum8xU.an group. B01GCTRBSCU 
stated that the Club was not a suitable organisation but oould 
poseibly beoome such within a short time and then eontaots with 

Bonn oould be established* 

18. On 8 July 1934 when the Rumanian Coordination Center was fotmded, 
the Work Community of Rufflanian-German Landsmannschaft Organ! ssations 
was also invited to join the Center. The invitation remained un- 
answered since this Work Community In reality does not exist any 
more. 

19 . After the meeting on 22 August 1934 the individual Landsmannsohaft 
organisations were subseq^uently Invited to partioipate In the work 
of the Coordination Center. A second talk between BUliSTRSSClI and 
HARTL took place on 20 October 1954 (at BIWITHESCU* s request) con- 
cerning the invitation to the Tr^sylvsnian Saxons to join the 
Coordination Center. HARTL stated that as far as the Coordination 
Center is concerned, nCHFD!ER is the only obstacle to the Lands- 
mannsohaft's Joining the Center since SCHFI:^ER would be acknowledged 
through the Landscaxmschaft's mambership. However, though the Landa- 
mannachaft would not yet join the Center officially, they would send 
two re pros ent stives to the sessions as observors. A relaxation 
shall lead to actual oooparotion in ths oourss of tlms« On 3 Bovsmber 
1934 the Landsmannsohaft officially answered ths Coordination Center*! 
letter. The wording ran as follows 1 

"Dear Slrst At our last federal board session we have taken notice of 
and dealt with your letter of 29 September 1934* Oux* Landsmannsohaft* a 
joining of your Coordination Center is oonneoted with dlffioulties 
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for ft rnmbftr of reasoni* W« aro gladly willing to expoimd thesw 
roasons to you In detail* For this purpose two of our gentleneny 
if you 80 deelroi will partloipate In one of your aeetlngs and die* 

0 U 88 the situation with you* If you are interested In such a dis* 
eussion In your circle please inform us of the time and plaoe of 
your next meeting* Thanking you for your offer of cooperation ^ 

We are, Hespeot fully, Hans EABTL." 

20* At the same meeting on 20 October 19 34 SARTL also told PTnCLTRBSOT 
the followingi 

a* The Landsmannsohaft has no oontaote whatsoerer with the Rumanian 
People's Republlo* Intervention has merely been oade through
